TnK coratnunicallon of a " Public 
School Teacher," which appeared In 
these columns a few days ogo, has 
drawn the aitootion of the pubho to 
the question of odueiition, -whioh has 
been for too long a period covered with 
the mould of net'leot, As advooatoa of 
a system of oducatiou entirely free in 
its working, we are lorced to admii 
that that system has resulted iu a par- 
tial failure — not from " inherent cor- 
ruption " (as was charged by an hoii^ 
orable member of the Council at the 
last Beasion) but from tho apaiholic 
•ttitude ot the people towards it not- 
-wilhsiandine urgent appoulu in its be- 
half through the medium of the 
public proBB and the political platform. 
From first to last, pareois in this Col- 
ony have Bhrnnk from taking part in 
any demonstration having lor its object 
the perpetuation of the system. All 
professed to see and feel the impor, 
tanoe of Free Schools, and all perfectly 
understood that except they iberaeelves 
expressed a wish for their ooniln- 
uanoe, thoy mast soon ooaso to bo. But 
beyond one tbinly»attendod mooting, 
bold some year and a-ihalf ago, at tho 
urgent request of the late Board of 
Edueation, no effort was put forth. It 
was found impossible to create the 
slightest interest in the popular miud 
upon the subject; although wo have 
yet to meet the first mnu ot family who diil 
not say that in the consumption of duty- 
paying goods ho contributed indiredbj 
towards the revenue a sum sulUcienily 
large to exempt hiiu from the payraoiit 
of a direct tax for tho education of liis 
children. Tho apathy ucd nef;loot oi 
the public stunted tho growth of a 
tree, tho roois of whi?h had juit bo 
gon to take a firm hold here ; and the 
Legislative Council merely uprooted it 
and substituted another. If the cliaii>i;e 
was to be temporary, wo cannot suy 
we should bo sorry that the substitu- 
tion baa been made, People novtr 
know how to appreciate blessings uncil 
they have got beyond their inflaonco; 
and the mao who availed himself of 
the advantages scoured him by the 
School Act, 1864, yet never trouble 1 
hiDCBelf to know bow or when the 
teachers lived or were paid, will not 
understand the magnitude of hia loss 
until he is called on to pay so much per 
head for the tuition of his children 
Then, when "the shoe pinches" him, 
he most either ooosent to meet tho tux 
or suffer bis children to grow up in ig- 
norance and V'oiousnoss. We lear 
that many will adopt tho latter alter- 
native — some from choice, others from 
necessity — aud thus convert many youuf^ 
colonists into public pests instead 
of blessings. In a few days the 
management of tho schools d this 
city will pass into tho handu of the 
Corporation, aud the now sybtom will 
be in full operation. Tho now law 
providfis for Colonial Cro-ernraont as- 
■istanoe to institutions of learning to 
the extent of $500 ; all additional ex- 
pense must bo mot by the people ol 
the districts in which tho schools are 
situated, either by fees collected from 
scholars, or by a direct tux imposed with 
the consent of a majority of the people ^-f 
the district. The people have the two 
syBJems before them foi; their ucoi'pt- 
auce or rejection. Were the cost of 
■npporting tho schools boroe by the 
•mire Colony, as it ought to be, we 
■hould feel no hesitation in recom- 
mending a return to free schools; but 
when the expense must bo mot by a 
tai upon a limited population, al- 
ready soriouBly taxed for iho Bupi)Ort 
of Colonial and Mnnio-,/al govern- 
ments, it would appear impossible to 
render acceptable to tho puble a system 
that would demand an addition to the 
burthen. Wo therefore fear that that 
portion of tho public who are so un/Vr- 
tunate &i to havo children requiring 
Bohooling, being in tho minority will 
have to pay tho penalty of their own 
inertness and neglect by contributing 
from their own scanty storo iho whore- 
withal to furnish Liio mental aB well as 
the physical pabulum. 

A public mooting had taken place a 
few days n^'o in Purls upon the suhjeul of 
tho bi«h price of lioii-e rent, but after 
some reinarks had huun made the Com- 
misionary ot Police prencut declared the 
meeting disKolvud; and, without Hstonin 
to any remonstrrincos, at once left the 
building. Thft [lersons present dotcr- 
ninod, however, that the proceediiinn 
should continue. About a hundred 
theroupOD loft, but abont a Ihom^nd re- 
mained. The Avenir National snys Llmt 
this is the first time such an occnrronce 
has been witnes.ted, and that it will ko oti 
bo seen what is likely to coiuo of it. 'L'Ke 
immediate result, it is said, is that At. 
Gustave Floureus, the chairman, is to be 
,proBOonted.
